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The Booklist 
at mid-century 


With this issue The Booklist observes 
its fiftieth anniversary of publication. 

Founded in 1905 by the American Li- 
brary Association Publishing Board, The 
Booklist began as an effort to serve li- 
brarians, by meeting their need for a book 
selection aid through the regular publica- 
tion of a selective list of briefly annotated 
current books. This buying list was to 
appear eight times a year, at an “almost 
nominal price,” the low price made pos- 
sible by income from $100,000 given to the 
A. L. A. by Mr. Andrew Carnegie in 1902. 

The first issue of The Booklist, appear- 
ing for January and February, 1905, was 
published in Boston, Mass., even though 
its editor, Miss Caroline H. Garland, con- 
tinued her duties as Librarian of the 
Dover, N. H., Public Library; and the next 
two editors, Miss Katherine I. MacDonald 
and Miss Elva L. Bascom, being connected 
with the Wisconsin Free Library Commis- 
sion, worked in Madison. The A. L. A. 
Publishing Board had already moved The 
Booklist’s home to Chicago when Miss May 
Massee became editor in 1913; and since 
that time, under the successive editorship 
of Mrs. Emily Miller Danton, Miss Zaidee 
Vosper, Miss Eileen Duggan, and the 
present editor, The Booklist offices and 
staff have remained in Chicago. 

The staff, including professional and 
secretarial assistants, now numbers eleven, 

The publication, too, has grown 
throughout the years; it has expanded in 
size, added new features, increased its 
frequency of issue, and now derives its 
major income from subscriptions. Yet 
comparison of the first 1905 issue and one 
of today reveals more similarities than 
differences in content. 

The pioneer list consisted of 109 titles, 
selected by interested and cooperating 
librarians, who made brief commentaries 
“based on personal knowledge” directed to 
small libraries. These brief notes stressed 
serviceability of format, reliability of 
content, and appeal. 





The list included in adult nonfiction 
something of the present day proportion 
of travel narratives, popular science treat- 
ments, and what librarians now call the 
self-help books. Although the textbook on 
horseshoeing is replaced by today’s man- 
ual on automobile repairs, there were 
“How-to” books on making pottery and 
recognizing Oriental rugs and a book on 
electrons even then. 

Among fiction titles were the historical 
novel and glorified western story, and a 
best seller of the day, Katherine Cecil 
Thurston’s The masquerader, which has 
not survived in print. 

In fact, of the 89 adult books suggested 
in that first issue of The Booklist, only two 
are now in print—John Burroughs’ Far 
and near, still on the active list of its 
original publisher, and Joseph Conrad’s 
Nostromo, available today only in a reprint 
series. Of 20 titles in the children’s section, 
two are still in print—E. Nesbit’s Phoenix 
and the carpet, which, for some unfathom- 
able reason, was listed without annotation, 
and Laura E. Richards’ The Merryweath- 
ers. 

Only 15 of the 40 publishers whose 
books were listed in the first issue of The 
Booklist have gone out of business or 
merged with other companies, and one 
continues as a book dealer only. The re- 
maining 24 are in business today under 
the same name. The fact that they are 
no longer printing the specific titles of 
fifty years ago shows that publishers have 
kept alert to new developments in every 
field and to changes in the treatment of 
standard subjects. 

The Booklist has endeavored to keep up 
with the times by improving its proce- 
dures, and organization. The advantages 
of composite professional book selection 
sought in ‘the early volumes are carried 
on in the present voting system by which 
librarians specializing in book selection 
for adults, young people, or children con- 
tribute their opinions; the reading, final 
decision on listing, and annotating are done 
by the staff in the Chicago office. 

It is significant to note upon this anni- 
versary that the founders’ original purpose 
remains the same. The constant aim of edi- 
tor and staff is to maintain and improve 
The Booklist as a reliable and indispen- 
sable aid to book selection, a publication 
by librarians and for librarians.

Greenwood, Amy. Rolling north. Crowell, 
$3. February 11. 


With their resolution, “Alaska or bust!” an- 
nounced in red paint across the back of an 
overloaded two-wheel house trailer pulled by 
a covered jeep, the Greenwood parents and 
three small sons began a 5,000-mile trek from 
Philadelphia to a prospective home in Alaska. 
The author’s description of the hectic 59-day 
journey evidences her feeling for the humor- 
ous and picturesque, conveys an awareness of 
road and weather hazards, and communicates 
the challenge of this twentieth-century over- 
land pioneering venture. Primarily feminine 
appeal. 


Hoare, Geoffrey. The missing Macleans. 
Viking, $3.75. February. 


A restrained account of the mysterious dis- 
appearance behind the iron curtain of Donald 
Maclean, the British diplomat, who was later 
joined by his wife and three children. The 
author, Paris correspondent for the London 
News Chronicle, knew the Macleans when 
they were in diplomatic posts abroad. Close- 
ly checking the facts, he speculates that Mac- 
lean may now be a high official in the Soviet 
Union, possibly engaged in psychological war- 
fare. He also makes a shrewd and under- 
standing analysis of the psychological factors 
behind political disloyalty in our time. 


Martini, Helen. My zoo family. Harper, 
$4. Tentative date January 19. 


From her experiences as foster mother to 
dozens of wild animal babies in the New 
York Bronx Zoo, where her husband is head 
keeper of the Lion House, the author draws 
intimate portraits of Raniganj, Rajpur, and 
Dacea, the three tiger cubs she reared in a 
Manhattan apartment, of Bagherra the black 
leopard, Ugly the Howler monkey, and the 
many other members of her unique zoo fami- 
ly. Her unpretentious personal record, which 
contains much animal lore, is marked by 
excitement, humor, and the pathos of a child- 








less woman’s whole-hearted devotion to her 
charges. Appeared in part in the Ladies’ 
Home Journal.

Banning, Margaret (Culkin). The dowry. 
Harper, $3.50. Tentative date February 16. 


Kay Ryland, successful interior decorator, 
and her husband Steve, a lawyer on his way 
up in politics, assume joint responsibility for 
household expenses and their children’s edu- 
cation in order to maintain a standard of liv- 
ing they both desire. An attractive, but 
predatory widow, however, brings to the 
surface an undercurrent of resentment with 
which they had not reckoned in planning 
their mode of life, and almost wrecks their 
marriage. An old theme well handled, for a 
feminine audience. Published serially under 
the title: The heart of a husband. 


Barker, Shirley. Tomorrow the new moon. 
Bobbs-Merrill, $3.50. January 7. 

When men like the Mathers were New Eng- 
land’s conscience, Samuel Osborn and his 
two cousins came from the Isle of Man to 
settle in Martha’s Vineyard. Although Dor- 
rin and Keven are very much in evidence, 
this is unquestionably the story of Samuel, 
who won his heart’s desire of becoming a 
minister, only to be dismissed because he 
persisted in preaching a God of love. In one 
of her more mature novels, the author of 
Rivers parting (Boox.ist 47:53, O 1 50) draws 
a memorable portrait of a lone fighter for 
freedom of conscience. 


Gipson, Frederick Benjamin. Recollection 
Creek. Harper, $2.75. Tentative date 
January 19. 

Events on Recollection Creek as chronicled 
by nine-year-old Hopper Creech, who gives 
a boy’s-eye-view of the doings of hill-folk 
relatives and of his own escapades during 
the one most vividly remembered year of his 
life. Although they first appeared as short 
stories in various magazines, these bits of 
living folklore are deftly woven together in a 
pattern with mixed humorous and serious 
implications, and a nostalgic universal mean- 
ing. Strongly reminiscent in background, 
style, and substance of the author’s Hound- 
dog man (BooxuisT 45:149, Ja 1 49). 


Jameson, Storm. The hidden river. Har- 
per, $3. Tentative date February. 

Adam, formerly a British agent, arrives in 
France to visit the Monneries, who sheltered 
him when Robert Monnerie, his contact, was 
executed by the Germans. The reunion is 
most inopportune, for Robert’s collaboration- 
ist uncle, newly released from prison, has 
just died, and the bitterness stirred up inten- 
sifies the violence of the family’s reaction to 
Adam’s identification of young Francois Mon- 
nerie as the person who betrayed Robert. 
Because all other emotions are subordinated 
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ia at 


to implacability, the characters tend to seem 
unreal; a story to be remembered for its 
somber, stern atmosphere. 


MacInnes, Helen. Pray for a brave heart. 
Harcourt, $3.75. January 13. 


On the eve of his departure for the U.S. and 
civilian life, Captain William Denning con- 
sents to do a bit of unofficial sleuthing. The 
trail leads to Switzerland, and to the uncov- 
ering of a plot against the freedom and use- 
fulness of several prominent persons who 
have escaped from behind the iron curtain. 
Although the plot is intricate, the design is 
clear. Like the author’s Above suspicion 
(Book uisT 38:12, S 41), this sustains suspense 
and enlists the reader’s sympathies for a 
high-minded cause and its champions. 


Marquand, John Phillips. Sincerely, Willis 
Wayde. Little, $3.95. February 24. 


Biographies of American industrial leaders 
praised Willis Wayde for having reached the 
top the hard way. What they failed to include 
were the more important facts, readily obtain- 
able from the people whom Wayde had used 
and discarded to get there. Prominent among 
them were the Harcourts whose textile mill 
in Clyde, Massachusetts, was Wayde’s first 
stepping stone to power and money. One of 
the most acute satires on small minds en- 
gaged in big business since Sinclair Lewis’ 
Babbitt, and a faithful portrayal of the im- 


pact of economic changes on Americans dur- 
ing the last half-century. 


Mayer, Martin. The experts. Harper, $3.50. 
Tentative date February. 


A novel which demonstrates the vulnerability 
of human beings subjected to the glare of 
political publicity. When William Cleveland, 
governor of a midwestern state, is asked io 
consider the Presidency, his past is submitted 
to public scrutiny, both friendly and hostile; 
he attains a new perspective on human rela- 
tionships; and he discovers the importance of 
other standards than political expediency. En- 
tertaining, but superficial. 


Wibberley, Leonard. The mouse 
roared. Little, $3.50. February 9. 


A tiny Alpine duchy, scarcely changed since 
medieval days, undertakes to rehabilitate its 
national economy by declaring war on the 
U.S., since that nation takes tender care of 
its defeated enemies. This clever, amusing 
fantasy, containing many barely concealed 
barbs, tells how the Fenwickian invasion force 
of 23 longbowmen not only won the war, but 
seized the newly invented quadium bomb and 
by virtue of its possession compelled the 
cessation of the armament race. By the 
author of Mrs. Searwood’s secret weapon 
(Booxk.ist 50:260, Mr 1 54). Shorter version 
published in the Saturday Evening Post under 
title: The day New York was invaded.
